SHREVEPORT HOSPITALS 
CROWOED WITH VICTIMS 


At Gilman Only Two Houses Stand- 
ing—Many Points 
Path Not Yet Heard From and 
Death List May 
Grow. 


in Storm’s 


Shreveport, La., May '4.—Thirty deaa 
and two hundred injured is a conserv- 
ative estimate of the fatalities caused 
by the tornado which swept through 
northwest Loulsiana yesterday evening, 
destroying three smal] towns and leav- 


a path a mile wide and fifty miles long. 
The dead at Gilliam, which had about 
200 inhabitants, thirteen, 
while at Bolinger the known death list 
is six. These two towns are about 
fifteen miles apart, and nothing has 
been learned of the work of the storm 
in the country between.

Oniy Two Houses Left. 


Only two houses were left at Gilliam, 
where the force of the storm was great- 
est. Of the seven members of the Gard- 
ner family none escaped without injury. 
Mrs. Gardner was killed by the falling 
timbers of her home, and the other 
members of the family were sruised 
under the debris, but were extricated. 
A flood of rain, following the tornado, 
made the work of rescue very difficult 
in the darkness. 

A relief train was sent to Gilliam 


from Shreveport jast gight, and returned ; 


this morning at daylight, bringing sev- 
eral of tne dead and many wounded. 
Another train was fitted out today, and 
reached the stricken town this. after- 
noon, but has not yet returned. Prompt 
steps have been taken to succor all who 
are in need.

Bryan,’ they believed that Johnso1 
was a man better calculated to bring 
success to the democratic party, and was 
first entitled to the support of Min- 
nesota. 

The Bryan men did not Make as 
great a fight before the committee on 
credentials as they had declared they 
were prepared to make.

It is stated that voung Glover, who 
was about 27 years old, was short in 
his accounts and expected the road's 
auditor today to check his accounts. He 
was seen wandering about the burning 
bulldings apparently in a dazed or in- 
toxicated condition. 

Yesterday afternoon he is said to 
have purchased a bottle of laudanum 
and when found dead this morning it 
was reported that he had committed 
suicide. Authorities of the road, whose 
offices are here, tonight dispute this 
theory, believing that he died from 
natural causes. His wife discovered 
that he was dead after she had arisen 
and prepared his breakfast, making 
the discovery when she attempted to 
awaken him.

1907, you were a passenger on the Geor-| 


gia railroad train No. 4, from Atlanta, 
to Augusta, and were detained near Bar- 
nett, Ga.. by a wreck of Georgia rail- 
road train No. 3. | 
“You, on that occasion, freely received, 
the hospitality of the Georgia railroad, | 
through its superintendent, Mr. 
False Statement Alleged. 


‘Immediately after the wreck, to wit, 
on the afternoon of the same day, you 
caused to be published in your paper, 
The Herald. certain false statements in 
regard to said wreck and the alleged 
inability of The Herald to get informa- 
tion from Georgia railroad officials 
about it; to which statements I called 
your attention in a letter, stating that, 
with your intelligence, you could not 
have admitted such statements to pub- 
lication in your paper, except through 
inadvertence, and called upon you to 
correct them. 

“You refused to correct them, thereby 
placing yourself beyond the pale of 
further notice from me on either of two 
grounds, to-wit: 

“First, that you were unwilling, as any 
honest person should hasten to do, to 
correct obvious, palpable error of mis- 
statements, or 

“Second, knowing the falsity 
statements, you persisted in them 
ulterior motives. 

“Beyond Pale of Recognition.” 


‘From that day to this, considering 
you beyond the pale of my recognition, 
I have taken no notice of you except to! 
expose the falsity of certain charges; 
vou made to the Georgia railroad com-| 
mission in February or March, 1907, 
which charges, a8 manager of the Geor- 
gia railroad, I would have been com- 
pelled to answer if they had been pre- 
ferred by any conceivable reprobate—a 
citizen of the state. I did answer them, 
with the result that your charges were 
dismissed by the corimissioners. 

“Since such dismissal you have con-! 
tinued to reiteratte your false charges, 
and, particularly, recently since your) 
candidacy for the senate has been op- 
posed by W. S. Morris. Because you! 
are attacking him over my shoulders, 
or thora of the Georgia rallroad, I feel 
it my duty to break my long, contempt- 
uous silence and denounce your con- 
tinued false charges as due to ulterior 
motives of various kinds, which motives, 
if you persist in your false charges, l 
notify you I propose to expose, as I am) 
prepared to do whenever and as I see 
fit.

Washington, May 14.-—Startling We 


ithe warning sounded today at the con- 


ference of governors at the white house 
of the danger the nation confronis in 
Soil waste and forest depletion. The 
governors listened and talked and ap- 
plauded, but took no action. This is 
left for tomorrow, the last day of the 
conference, and a plan is aroot to have 
the prepared speeches for that day 
printed in the record without reading 
in order that the time may be devoted 
wholly to results. 

The resolutions committee was in ses- 
sion all day and will report in the 
morning. A supplementary meeting of 
a number of governors followed the 
day's seesion, and a committee, con- 
sisting of the governors of Kentucky, 
Missourl and Nebraska, was appointed 
to bring In a suggestion for a perma; 
nent organization of governors, inde- 
pendent, perhaps, of any other organt- 
zation which may be formed by the 
conference. 

The president opened 
and afternoon sessions, which were 
thereafter presided over by Govenor 
Johnson, of. Minnesota, and Governor 
Deneen, of Illinois, respectively. 

Hill Tells of Wanton Waste. 


James J. Hill, of the Great Northern 
railroad, who led a long list of speak- 
ers, treated the depretfon of the na- 
tion's resources in a serious and im- 
pressive way, He presented conditions 
respecting mineral, soil and férest, 
showing wanton waste in each in- 
stance, and drew e picture of political 
chaos when all were gone, wherein the 
People would tear down the very pil- 
lars of government. Mr. Hfll believed 
such results could and should be avoid- 
ed by prompt action. 

Soil waste and forest conservation 
received expert treatment by Professor 
T. C. Chamberlain. of QGhicago, and R. 
A. Long. of Kansas City. 

The afternoon program included an 
address on irrigation by former Gov- 
ernor Pardee, of California.

A paper on grazing and stock-rais- 
ing was read for H. S. Jastro, of Cal- 
ifornia, who was taken fl! during the 
dav. and general observations on land 
conditions in the west were made by 
former Senator Carey, of Wvoming.

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DO WE REALLY UNDERSTAND THIS PROBLEM? 


With all the persistent campaigning of the best intelligence of the 
south for the cause of industrial training, it is open to question if the 
masses of our people really understand its vital and inseparable relation to 
the prosperity and development of the southern states. 

This afternoon the business men, and educators, as well as the club 
women of Atlanta, will be given an opportunity to familiarize themselves 
with the overshadowing dimensions of the problem. 

A meeting will be held at 4 o’clock, in the Chamber of Commerce rooms, 
in the Empire building. It is called by Mr. Asa G. Candler, and will have 
as its presiding officer Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of the Georgia School 
of Technology. 

The purpose of this meeting is of preeminent importance. It is to form 
a state organization of the National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 
Kducation, the condition essential to bringing the annual convention of that 
body to Atlanta next autumn. 

Because The Constitution knows this movement is so large with mean- 
ing to the substantial destiny of the south, it cannot too strongly stress the 
desirability of creating an intelligent popular interest in its advancement.

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LOUISIANA TO STOP FUTURE GAMBLING.

| Louisiana is about to fall in Jine with other southern states which have 
legislated out of their borders gambling in futures on cotton and other com- 
and report comes from Baton Rouge that the proposed law will be 
modeled after the Georgia statute on that subject. 

| The reported attitude of the Louisiana legislature is of particular import- 
ance in view of the existence in New Orleans of one of the two great cotton 
exchanges of the country. 

While the New Orleans cotton exchange has been conducted on fairer 
and more equitable business principles than that of New York, and did not 
come in for so much adverse criticism as the latter in the recent report of 
Commissioner of Corporations Herbert Knox Smith, it is undeniable that 


many of the transactions upon its floor are of a purely gambling nature, the 
Opportunity for which should be severely eliminated. 

if the principle of “hedging,” or buying futures against an actual trans- 
action in cotton, is to be recognized and permitted to survive, it must be so 
set about with legislative safeguards that it will be impossible to evade the 
‘law by continuing gambling operations under color of the “hedging” process. 

in no other way can any exchange hope to establish itself in the public 
confidence; it must purge itself, or be purged by law, of the gambling con- 
tamination and restore itself to the true function of such an institution— 
dealing in the actual commodities of which it takes cognizance. 

On no other basis can an exchange exist in Georgia, and, really, there is 
no other excuse for its existence. 
| There is every indication in the reports that the Louisiana legislature is 
in earnest In this movement, to the extent, at least, of determination to elimi- 
nate the gambling feature in that state. 

It cannot fail to do this if it adopts the Georgia law. 

We feel confident that it will do this much in behalf of the producer, 
and that Louisiana will then join hands with the rest of the south in the 
determined effort to make the New York Cotton Exchange abandon the 
methods of the bandit and the “sure thing” card sharp.

Which Message Will Georgia Send? 


Editor Constitution: For over a quar- 
ter century I have observed the career 
of Governor Hoke Smith, and have al- 
ways felt a neighborly pride in his suc- 
cess. But I regret that he has seen fit 
to usé his mighty attainments and force 
against the best interests of Georgia, in 


his war on corporations and outside’ 
capital—his attitude to such being @ 


menace to the business interests of the! 
i 


state. 

Much of the money for building and 
equipping our railroads has come 
from Furope—England, France and 
Germany—where ithe current rate 
of interest on money is very low, vary- 
ing from 2 per cent to 3 per cent per 
annum. The people of these countries 
consider a 4 per cent railroad mortgage 
bond a good investment, and will buy 
them freely if properly protected by the 
state government in which the railroads 
are situated. The people of those coun- 
tries have been educated to look upon 
the heads of the state as the state it- 
self, and they look upon our governors 
in the same way, and if our governors 
assume a hostile attitude against for- 
eign invéstors, and are unfriendly to 
them, they will not buy our securities. 
Hence it is that our railroads have sus- 
pended all improvements, because they 
cannot sell their bonds, and have been 
compelled to discharge large numbers of 
emplovees. The 
keep thoroughly posted by their agents 
in New York, and only invest when ad- 
vised to do so. 

A case in point is the recent bond iIs- 
sue of the great Pennsylvania railroad. 
The authorities had in contemplation 
the making of a laan of $18,000,000. The 
state authorities had reduced the rail- 
road rates. The railroad appealed the 
case to the courts, and it was not until 
the highest court of the state decided 
the cause in favor of the road, that a 
German banking house offered the 


loan to the public, with the _ re- 
suit that it Was oversubscribed five 
times, showing how eager foreign 
investors are to put their money in our 
railroad bonds, if they are satisfied that 
the etate authorities will protect their 
investments. Governor Smith, from the 
fact that he has occupied a position in 
the president's cabinet, has a national 
reputation, and his position on any sub- 
ject has a wide influence in this country 
and abroad, hence the evil effects of his 
warfare on corporations In Georgia. 

For the life of me, I cannot under- 
stand his attack on the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company, in his 
speech the other night, {n the Sth city 
ward, unless it be that he is opposed 
to all corporations, good, bad or indif- 
ferent. I¢ there are any people iin 
Georgia, in Atlanta especially, that 
ought to be encouraged, it is H. M. At- 
kinson and his associates. Look at the 
superb system of electric street ralil- 
ways he has given us. When I came 
to Atlanta in 1865, if I took my best gir! 
to Ponce de Leon or to Stanton Spring, 
in West End, I had to pay $3 for a hack. 
How is it now’? For !0 cents I can take 
her to Ponce de Leon. After taking in 
the sights. I can take her to Decatur, 
eight miles away, for !0 cents more. 
Continuing our outing I can go to Col- 
lege Park, 16 miles distant, for 10 cents 
more. If we are still in the notion to 
travel, we can go to the River, (18 
miles, for 10 cents additional, and re- 
turn to the city for another dime. Thus 
I have spent a day of sightseeing for 
my companion and myself for the ex- 
penditure of 50 cents, and traveled a 
distance of 54 miles, for a little less 
than Walf a cent a mile for each per- 
son. 

His electric light and gas service ig 
equally satisfactory. He has harnessed 
the waters of the Chattahoochee, giv- 
ing light and power for his street raii- 
ways, and for manufacturing purposes, 
and has just announced a great reduc- 
tion in the price of electric power for 
manufacturing purposes, and is giving 
steam heat to warm our houses. 

So much for what he has done in and 
for Atlanta. 

Not satisfied with home achievements, 
he is just completing a grand steam 
railroad system from Brunswick to 
Birmingham and Atlanta. He will enter 
our city within a few days, and I hope 
every bell in the city will ring him 4 
welcome, and every whistle will sound 
his praise. Connecting this system with 
a steamship line at Brunswick, plying to 
the north and south of us, Georgia 
herself owes him a debt of gratitude. 

Governor Smith boasted that he made 
Mr. Atkinson's companies come down 
with heavy taxes on his properties and 
served notice that he was not through 
with him yet. Mr. Atkinson has always 
“come down,’’ without murmur, for the 
taxes assessed against him. Mr. Atkin- 
son's enterprises are all known as “‘pub- 
lic utilities,” and, I submit, should not 
be taxed too heavily. 

Hotels are also public utilities. I 
have taken the trouble to ascertain 
the state and county taxes paid by our 
two largest hotels in 1907, bhoth.‘‘million- 
dollar’’ properties. I find the Kimball 
house is assessed at $393,750, and the 
Piedmont hotel at $337,6500—scarcely 
over one-third the value In each case. 
This is perfectly right. because they are 
uae ‘by the public and heip build up the 
city. 

I have no stock or Investments fn any 
of Mr. Atkinson's enterprises, and re- 
gret to say I have not the pleasure of a 
personal acquaintance. 

Governor Smith, during the last sev- 
eral] years, has served notice to the 
world that he was the enemy of foreign 
investors. The “world” has taken him 
at his word, and kept out. Governor 
Smith is what is termed a radical in 
politics. His opponent for the guberna- 
torial chair, the Hon. Joseph M. Brown. 
is what is known as a conservative in 
politics. He believes in regulating rall- 
roads and other corporations, tn the in- 
terests Doth of the people and the stock. 
holders and bondholders, doing exact 
justice to each, and in inviting for- 
eign capita, to come to Georgia and in- 
vest their money, with full assurance of 
friendly and just treatment. If the reo- 
ple elect Mr. Brown as governor. it wil! 

a message to the outside world to 
“come and bring your money with you.” 
If Governor Smith ts retained in office, 
it will amount to a message of warning 
to stay away. What message will you 
send?

Harrison made 
speeches—and was, in his turn, beaten 
by the silent Cleveland. 

McKinley stood on his front veranda 
and read a few well-chosen words to 
excursion crowds that were hauled in 
on the trains; while Bryan stormed 
the American world with his oratory 
and talked his chances away. Had he 
been able to hold his chain long enough 
to comprehend that his one hope was 
te solidify the populist vote and thus 
earry doubtful states, he would have 
heen elected. But he talked so much 
that he had no time for study, and 
thus he swapped fatuous ovations in 
the east for electoral votes in the 
west. 

In 1904 Roosevelt made no speeches, 
while Parker did. Result: Parker had 
to copy that telegram of congratula- 
tions which Bryan sent to McKinley, 
and pass it on to Theodore. 

Doesn't the review of the record 
show that it is at least doubtful 
whether the candidate gains by making 
speeches?

has held. 


That “Indorsement.” 
(From The Dublin Times.) 

If the Anti-Saloon League of Georgia 
should have a meeting of representa- 
tives from every section of the state 
and officially indorse Governor Smith or 
Joseph M. Brown for governor, The 
Times would lose respect for the organi- 
zation and look to some other influence 
to keep Georgia a prohibition state. 

Why? Because both candidates have 
done all that honorable men could do to 
pledge themselves to uphold the prohibi- 
tion law. 

We should not be too quick to con- 
demn the Anti-Saloon League of the 
state for what seven members of the 
league did in Atlanta last week. As in- 
dividuals they indorsed Governor Smith, 
but we do not think it is claimed that 
the entire league of the state is in any 
way bound by these individual expres- 
sions.

If one of the candidates for governor 
had committed himself to a policy of 
repealing or radically amending the pro- 
hibition law, the league would not be 
faithful to itself and to the cause of 
temperance if it did not turn al) its 
guns against that candidate. But 
neither candidate has thus committed 
himself, but both have positively stated 
that they would veto any amendment 
to the law. Both, therefore, stand on 
the same footing. 

Let's be fair to the candidates for gow- 
ernor and to the Anti-Saloon League. 

I’nless the latter as a state organiza- 
tion indorse either candidate, it should 
not be censured. 

If the indorsement by a few members 
last week carries with it the indorse- 
ment of the state league, then it de- 
serves the severest condemnation and 
every sincere prohibitionist in Geor- 
gia should cut loose from the organiza- 
tion. 

It has no more business taking a parti- 
san stand in politics than the church 
has in mixing in the affairs of state.

Councilman Longino, wiho is not a 
member of the finance committee, was 
duced a resolution for a million dollars’ 
duced a resolution for a million dollars 
worth of bonds for schools, streets, hoé- 
pitals and other purposes, but he was 
willing to let the people vote om tne 
amount and the council say how it 
should be spent. He compared Atlanta 
to Richmond, Va., and said that the lat- 
ter city had a bonded indebtedness ot 
over $8,000,000, while Atlanta's bonded 
indebtedness was only $3,845,000 He 
stated that Richmond had a city hall 
that cost over $1,000,000, a hospital that 
cost $119,000 and one for the negroes 
that cost $46,000; that Richmond was 
practically supplied with sewers and wa- 
ter throughout its limits; that Richmond 
did not call upon ite citizen to pay for 
paving etreets, and that Richmond was 
about tihe size of Atlanta and had about 
the same revenue. 

Thought It Too Extreme. 

(ihairman Gramt stated that he thought 
the recommendations of the chamber of 
commerce were too extreme He be- 
lieved in a bond issue of $300,000 tor 
sewers or septic tanks, and $200,000 for 
waterworks. He thought it would be tov 
radical to tear down all the old school 
build new ones. He advo- 
cated a plan for-paving off the bonds 
serially, each year, 

Alderman Curtis wags opposed to septic 
tanks, and though the trunk sewers could 
be extended farthér out as the city grew. 

A. V. Gude agreed with Chairman 
Grant as to the amount of a bond issué. 
He said tihat after six or seven years 
of prosperity all railroad improvements 
had been stopped and many houses in 
the city were vacant. 

Fix-Mayor Makes Talk. 


Ex-Mavor James G. Woodward was the 
next speaker, and the went at some 
length into city affairs. He advocated 
letting the people vote on the bond issue 
and said that the people were the ones 
to decide as to whether they were will- 
ing to assume the obligation. He want- 
ed the vote #o taken 80 as to let the peo- 
ple separate the matters for which the 
bond money was to be used. He said 
that it would be hetter to treble the 
taxes than to have a schoo! house burn- 
ed and the lives of children lost. He 
discussed the waterworks and said that 
one reason the water board had not 
been allowed to spend the last bond 
money was because there was a lack 
of confidence in somebody. He spoke of 
the city boards, and said every one ex- 
cept the board of ‘health ehould be di- 
rectiy accountable to the city govern- 
ment. He mentioned that many houses 
in the city were vacant and said that 
the increasing of assessments this year 
had been a great hardship on real es- 
tate owners. He said he would vote for 
bonds to the amount of $1,500,000 for 
echools, sewers and waterworks. 

More About Richmond. 


Councilman Longino spoke again and 
said that all the talk about the city be- 
ing hard up had made it diffcult for At- 
lanta to gell her bonds. He referred to 
Richmond again and said the street car 
companies sold six tickets for 25 cents: 
that Rdohmond owned ‘her own gas pliant 
and sold gas for 90 cents, 

There were many other things said 
that did mot appear to be at all germane 
to a bond issue, and Mr. Candler with- 
drew with the statement quoted above. 

After Mr. Candler had left it was dis- 
covered that there wasn't a quorum oft 
the finance committee present, as some 


‘of the members had quietly withdrawn. 


Those who remained decided to adjourn 
and to meet again on some day in the 
last week of this month, the chairman 
to issue the call.
